been designated yet, but it is assured 
that at least half of them Tvill be vol- 
unteers. 


Within two weelcs orders will he is- 


sued for the movement to Cuba of the 
first 10,000 of the permanent garrison, 
and it is the expectation now that they 
will sail from the United States about 
October 10.

by others, until the

War Deportment Puts 


tcmpta to Ho Keleiifled. 


Washington, Sept. 20.—The follow- 


ing statement is given out at the war 
department: 
' 


"The 
war 
department is just at 


present 
undergoing 
an 
experience 


which illustrates the 
alacrity with 


which the average American citizen, 
hastens to his senator or representa- 
tive in congress for aid in emergen- 
cies. 


"The cessation of hostilities and the 


improbability of their renewal, with 
the dullness of camp life, has appar- 
ently created a feeling of restlessness 
among the men of the volunteer army, 
who in the majority of cases, -have 
given up positions of larger compen- 
sation and many of them are imploring 
their political representatives to ob- 
tain their discharges, and the latter 
in turn are flooding the war depart- 
ment with requests for prompt and im- 
mediate action. 


"To such an abuse of privilege has 


this grown that the war department 
has been obliged to call attention tc 
the paragraph of the Army Regulations 
which requires that all correspondence 
from subordinates to superiors must 
pass through military channels, and to 
decline, as a rule, to entertain appli- 
cations for discharges of enlisted men 
unless they come to it in the proper 
manner. 


"A soldier who is desirous of secur- 


ing his discharge and has good and 
sufficient reasons upon which to base 
it will save himself a great amount 
of time and trouble if he 
,'ill set forth 


the reasons for his discharge in a let- 
ter addressed to the adjutant general 
of the army and hand it to the cap- 
tain of his company, who in turn is 
required to forward It to the colonel 
of the regiment and the latter to pass 
It along through brigade, division and 
corps headquarters with their recom- 
mendation. Unless this is done the de- 
partment will send the paper back to 
the company commander for his recom- 
mendation, and that takes time which 
may be saved by following the proper 
rule."
